P. S.—I trust you will give this matter atten- 
tion; it may solve a matter of importance.

Instantly Killed, 


WInpsor, Vt., Aug. 25.—(Special. |—Senator 
William M. Evarts narrowly escaped being 
He was driving with Charles C. 
Perkins, a well-known resident of Boston, 
Matthews, daughter of 
Judge Staniey Matthews of Cincinnati, when 
the borses took fright, the carrage 
set, and Mr. Perkins was instantly killed. Mr. 
Evarts escaped witha serious scalp wound 
and Miss Matthews with some severe bruises. 

Mr. Evarts is the owner t the beautiful 
Runemede Farm, well known to New- Yorkers, 
. where he spends every summer with Mrs. Evarts 
The house is separated from 
the farm buildings by two broad, sloping 
meadows, witb a pond between; but the one is 
reached from the other by a broad carriage drive 
which has been built on the top of a dike 
twenty-five feet high. Mr. Evarts is exceed- 
ingly tond of driving, usually insisting upon 
hoiding the reins himseif. Today, however, 
be surrendered them to bis coachman Roberts. 
while he occupied the rear seat with Mr. Per- 
kins.

The. utmost consternation prevailed 
for some time, as it was not known whether 
Mr. Perkius was the only victim. 
however, both Mr. Evarts and Miss Matthews 
recovered consciousness, and, it was thought, 
Dr. Crosby of Concord, 
N. H., who was iu the village and was sum- 
moned to help the local doctors, said at 10 
o'clock tonight that Mr. Evarts was more com- 
fortable and that he did not apprebend any 
serious danger.

The Cleveland crowd, beaded by ex-Congress- 
man Townsend, ex-Mayor Herrick, and others, 
made the charge that a combiaation had been 
formed to include Cox for Judge, Treat 
of Asbtabuia fer School Commissioner, 
and Matthews of Gallia for Clerk, thus shut- 
ting out Judge Dickman from his coveted 
place on the Supreme bench. His followers 
then concluded that, as Dickman had no 
chance for nominatuon, they would go to 
Marshall J. Willams of Fayette, who had a 
strong follow throughout Central Ohio, and 
upon whom all the elements could concen- 
trate. Another thing that added to the uncer- 
tainty was the fact that Tom Campbell of Cin- 
cinnati, who, although a Repu bDhean, has been

A feature of the convention was the wild 
enthusiasm with which the name of James G. 
Biaine was received by the delegates when it 
was mentioned in such complimentary terms 
by Gen. Noyes in bis speech upon assuming 
the chair. It was greeted with the wildest 
cheering, clapping of bands, and throwing of 
bats, and the proceedings of the convention 
were interrupted for at least five minutes by 
the demonstration. The friends of Blaine 
were evidently in the large majority, and testi- 
ned their appreciation of the Piumed Knight 
in the demonstrative way. 

At a meeting ot the Ohio Republican League 
tonight, composed of political clabs through- 
out the State, Dan J. Ryan of Seioto Vourty 
was elected President. The new Republican 
State Central Committee will meet here for or- 
ganization Aug. 81. : 

Genu. James 8. Robinson, candidate for Seo- 
retary of State, was born ia Richiand Coun- 
ty, Ohio, Oct. 14, 1827, and edited the Kenton 
Republican from 1846 to 1864. In 1856 de was 
chosen Chief Clerk of the Ono House of Rep- 
resentatives, serving two terms. Enlisting as 
First Lieutenant in the Fourth Obio Regiment, 
he rose by successive promouons to Brevet 
Major-General in 1865. He was Chairman of 
the Republican State Executive Committee in 
1877-7879. and in 1880 was selected as the 
State Commissioner of Raiiroads:-and Teie- 
graphs. He waselected te the Forty-seventh 
and Forty-eigbth Congresses from the Ninth 
District, and in October, 1884, defeated James 
W. Newman for Secreta.y of State. He is 
closing bis first term. 8 

William M. Hane of Mansfield, candidate for 
member of the Board of Public Works, is 36 
years old, ana isin the dry goods and insurance 
business in Mansfield. He has never before 
aspired to any political office. 

N. H. Hester, candidate for Supreme Court 
Clerk, bas been twice elected Cierk of Van 
Wert County, and is said to be one of the best 
political organizers in the Northwest. He was 
a member of the State Central Committee 
durmg the last two campaigns, and as an evi- 
dence of his thorough work as a poiltician it 
is stated that Mr. Hester’s poll of Van Wert 
County last fail was verified by the election in 
October within three votes. 

Marshall J. Williams of Fayette, for Judge of 
the Supreme Court, 1s at present Chief Judge 
of the Circuit Court of the State, and has been 
on the bench since the court was established. 
He served two terms in the Lower House of 
the Ohio Legislature, and has been a practic- 
ing lawyer for many years. His record on the 
Cireuit Court has been eminently satisfactory 
to the people of the district, The Judge is a 
gentieman of excellent personal appearance 
and is a forcible public speaker. 

Dr. Eli T. Tappan, for State School Commis- 
sioner, is a native of Ohio. He studied law iu 
Steubenville and began teaching in the public 
sobeois of that city. He afterward taught in 
Cincinnati and at the Ohio University. In 
1869 he accepted the Presidency of Kenyon 
College. He has had twenty-five years’ er- 
perience as a teacher. As an instructor in 
teachers’ institutes and a lecturer on educa- 
tion he bas worked in nearly half the counties 
ot State. He has served as a County 

ool Examiner, asa City School Examiner, 
and was a member of the first Board of School 
Commissioners appointed in Ohio. 


OUT AT DESPLAINES, 


Anniversary Exercises of the Northwestern 
Branch of the Woman's Foreign Mission- 
ary Society— What Has Been Accomplished 
in India. 

The atteadance at the Desplaines camp 
meeting yesterday numbered about 600 peo- 
pie. The only revival work was done at the 
morning service, at the close of the preaching 
of asermon by the Rey. Dr. M. M. Parkhurst, 
when about twenty-five of mne new converts 
and reclaimed backsliders gave testimony. 
The couverts were from the suburbs and the 
yanks of churoh-going people in Chicago. Tee- 
terday afternoon and evening were devote d to 
the anniversary services of the Northwestern 
branch of tlle Woman's Foreign Mission- 
ary Society. Mrs. Isaac R. Hitt presided. 
At the afternoon services Mrs. Hitt said the 
first meeting was held on the Desplaines camp- 
ground in 1869. The Woman's Foreign Mie- 
sionary Society had been organized a few 
months previous in Boston. The cry for more 
help came from China, India, Italy, South 
America, Bulgaria, and Mexico. Especially 
were tne schools among the Zananas of India 
in need of assistance. 

The Kev. Dr. J. M. Thoburn, who has been in 
missionary workin India for twenty-seven 
years, Presiding Elder of the Calcutta District, 
spoke from 2 to 4 o’clock. The society had 
developed remarkabiy during the last ten 
years. in India the women were generally 
kept seciuaed. They were very difficult to 
reach by tie male missionaries. It 
was not possible to reach the bigher 
class at all. In Calcutta there were 
many more women in the ministry than men. 
The missionary thought women ought to bap- 
te women. The creat mass of the women of 
India were obl.ged to work—some as coolies 
and some in the fields as ordinary field ‘abor- 
ers. Usually the women coolies went un- 
veiled, and it was almost impossible for an or- 
dinary missionary to bold conversation with 
them at all. Women there were always more 
bigoted than the men, because more ignorant. 
The women were the most bitter in their oppo- 
sition to the efforts of the missionaries to 
break up child marriage. No respectable nu- 
tive of India would allow a missionary to en- 
ter the zanona for. millions of dollars. The 
women missionaries finally got adm lesion to the 
homes of the natives by teaching them sew ing. 
There was in the South Indta Conference alone 
& population of 250,000,000 people to work 
upon. The largest and the must uffective part 
of the work was being performed by the Wom- 
an's Foreign Missionary Society and native 
women missionaries. Now that numbers were 
converted, there was a difficulty as to the ques 
thon of baptism, women objecting to uncover- 
ing their heads in order to have the water 
Sprinkied on them. A case was that of a 
woman who was dying, but she was taken to 
the India Conference, which concluded that 
baptiam could be administered to the uncov- 
ered head of a woman the same as on the caput 
of a male. and the vietory was won. The 
same question came up as to the uncover- 
ing of the female beads in receiving the 
holy gupper, but it was also sottled favorably 
to the Christians. Women were also allowed 
now ig to meetings. The new Bast Indian 
field of Singapore added another 100,000,000 of 
population to the missionary territory of the 
Methodist Church Conference in india.

The Republicans Given an Opportunity to

Derroit, Mich., Aug. 25.—[Special.]|—This 
afternoon Congressman William C. Maybury 
publishes a letter in which be gives his alleged 
reasons tor withdrawing from the Congression- 
al fight. The Democratic Congressional mud- 
die in the First District has been very interest- 
ing for, the last two weeks. The personal 
bickerings of the respective adherents of Diek- 
inson and Maybury have been disgracetul. 
The Congressional committee was divided anc 
two separate conventions had been called to 
nominate a candidate. It was apparent that 
the nomination was to be made only after a 
tremendous sacrifice of personal digaity. Mr. 
Maybury says in bis letter that he could not 
accept it at such a price. His withdrawal is a 
bitter pili for a great many Democrats who 
have openly arrayed themselves on his 
side since the fight began. Of course 
the true inwardness of Maybury’s sudden 
change of front does not appear on the sur- 
face. It is positively known that be was 
forced to withdraw by bis opponents. There 
are said to be letters of Maybury’s in oxist- 
ence written during the Gen. Williams cam- 
paign, in which Maybury advocated certain 
tactics, it is claimed, to defeat the gallant old 
sojdier and Democratic Congressman. These 
letters bave falien into the bands of the ene- 
my, and their publication meant more than 
Maybury was willing to face, so he withdrew. 
The final outcome proves once more Mr. Dlexin- 
son's title as boss. John J. Enright, County 
Clerk, will probably be nom ated to succeed 
Maybury. He is a Dickinson henchman. In view

They say there is no 
hurry, as the motion for a new trial will not be 
argued until the middie of next month and 
the record need not be written out by that 
time. They bave no hope fora new trial at 
the hands of Judge Gary. 

The prisoners had tneir usual afternoon's 
levee yesterday. They confine themselves to 
talking with their nearest relatives and friends, 
not caring to be spoken to or stared at by out- 
siders, except a few, such as Lnge and Spies, 
who both know that they are not ill-looking 
and like to have the female visitors look at 
them. Schwab and Engel are of a more re- 
tiring disposidion, and when their wives come 
in move into the most remote corners, where 
they cannot be observed. Capt. and Mrs. 
Black and two of the latter’s lady friends who 
have attended the greater partof the trial 
called on the prisoners yesterday and bad a 
long chat with them in the lawyers’ cage.

One that I 
saw was a bad picture of Schaack tied down to 
the rails of a track, with an approaching en- 
gine about to crush off his head and feet, 
Another represented bim in about ten feet of 
water witb a huge stone fastened to bis neok; 
a third plaves the Captain iu a falling position, 
with huge dagger run through him, from back 
to front, of course, at about the point where 
man’s heart and vital organs are locate 
The invention of this Anarchistic artist must 
have run low, for at one time he 
came down to the plain old skuli and cross- 
bones. The Captain himself laughs over one 
letter he received which was written in car- 
mine characters. The writer informed him 
that the fluid used was a portion of the same 
wild revolutionary blood now coursing through 
the veins that would eventually slay bim, and 
an examination of the letter showed that it 
had been set down in cheap, ordinary red ink.“ 

Everything was exceedingly aull about Capt. 
Schaack’s quarters yesterday, and after he bad 
denied that there was anything new ir the 
battle against anarchy 80 far as he knew, the 
story of the pictures and letter was brought up. 
While acknowledging the truth of it he de- 
clined to exhibit them, saying that they didn’t 
amount to an tüm unless it might happen 
that they could be used as corroborative evi- 
dence against some one, The Captain is cer- 
tainly losing no flesh over the threats of the 
bomb-throwers’ sympathizers, and laughs over 
the whole matter as an extremely good joke. 

A Talk with Juror Reed. 

Mr. A. H. Reed, a member of the jury in the 
Anarchist trial, is strongly opposed to the 
raising of any fund to compensate the jury for 
their services. Toareporter who asked his 
views on the subject he said such acuon would 
establish a very bad precedent, and he did not 
think one of the jury would accept any such 
mark of public regard, while duly appreciating 
the sentiment that would prompt the act. Two 
other jurors with whom he bad talxed con- 
aemaed the propdsition in very severe terms. 
It would practically amount to offering a pre- 
mium to jurors to take the popular side in 
verdicts if any mouey consideration was to 
follow the verdict reudered. Mr. Reed fur- 
ther said that such was the perfect seclusion 
in which the jury was kept that he was per- 
fectly amazed to discover the intense excite- 
meat with which the result was watched for 
outside. The jury approached their deoision 
with deep anxiety, and when they came out- 
side and witnessed the universal feeling of ex- 
ultation it seemed very discordant to him. He 
approved of a jury dem entirely secluded 
from the outer worid if impartial verdicts were 
to be ‘reached. Public pressure would tave 
added largely to their anxiety, and might bave 
given them the feeling that they were being 
influenced thereby, whereas the utter lack of 
knowledge of what was going on outside aided 
them in looking only to the evidence and the 
law in the Judge’s charge, and so arriving at 
a judgment based only upon what they knew 
in their own littie circle. Their ntardships in 
this trial had been overrated, and the Judge 
and attorneys on both sides were exceedingly 
kind and considerate. When they left the 
jury-room that night about 7 o'clock ther 
thought the Judge would be ready to take 
their verdict, but when they found their desti- 
nation was the Revere House they were a 
pretty sober set of men, having resolved to 
talk nothing further about the Verdict that 
night. No idea of possible violence ever en- 
tered into their consideration. They were so 
intent on arriving at a decision that all other 
thoughts were in abeyance. The jury ali 
along tried to keepin view that tney should 
rot condemn anybody for mere opidions, but 
that their business was to pass judgment on 
the evidence before the court in conpection- 
with the law laid down in the instructions.

On this account the 

Southwestern Railway Associauon has thus tar 

taken no hand in the figbt, but it will now be 

compelled to do so, as the Kansas City, Fort 

Scott & Gulf, which is being badly burt by the 

cutting of rates from Chicago to Memphis (a 

rate of seven cents being made on pack ing- 

house products from Chicago by tho Lllinois 

Central and Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 

Roads), has given notice that it can no longer 

stand by the agreement with the Southwestern 

Railway Assoviation, and that hereafter it will 

actively compete for ail Southwestern bust 

ness, whether in competition with the South- 
western Railway Association or not. Commis- 
sioner Midgiey leaves for Kansas City today 
to have an interview with Mr. Nettleton of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Guif with a view of 
prevailing upon him not to break up the 
agreement with the association, for if 
the agreement is broken it would not 
belp the Fort Scott in the least and 
do serious injury to the Southwestern’ Asso- 
clation, which would meet any rates the Fort

The Baltimore & Ohio Pushing the Fight. 

The fight between the Baitimore & Ohio and 
the Pennsylvania is beginning to have a most 
serious effect on east-bound freight affairs, and 
unless the difficulty between the two roads is 
soon fixed up a general demoralization in east- 
bound freight rates is almost certain to be the 
result. The Baltimore & Onio is continually 
getting more aggressive and it was reported 
yesterday that it was openly taking grain and 
provisions from St. Louis in convection with 
the Onio & Mississippi Railroad at a reduction 
of from three to five cents per 100 pounds. It is 
making similar rates from all other South west- 
ern points from which it has an outiet. From 
Chicago it is not competing quite so actively, 
but it is stated that it is also cutting the rates 
at this point from three to five cents per 100 
pounds. This seems to ‘ndicate that pending 
the settlement of the existing troubies with the 
Pennsylvania it does not mean to be bound by 
the pooling agreement, but will act independ- 
ently. Of course under such ciroumstances 
the Central Traffie Association will not be abie 
to enforce the maintenance of tariff rates, as 
the competitors of the Baltimore & Ohio who 
are members of the association will be com- 
pol led to meet any rates the Baltimore & OO 
may make.

THE SUPREME COURT AND REASSESSMENT 
The refusal of the County Board to re- 
scind its reassessment resolution should oo- 
casion no apprehension. Neither the County 
Clerk nor any Town Assessor will take any 
steps tending to muddie the tax levy and 
embarrass collections unless compelled to do 
so by judicial process, and, standing alone, 
that resolution is absolutely null and void. 
The board has gone as far as it can without 
help, having reached the end of its tether, 
practically, when it passed a resolution order- 
ing a second assessment. 
The Chairman of the board, Mr. Klehm, 
announces that the next move will be to go 
directly to the Supreme Court for a manda- 
mus ordering the County Clerk and the sev- 
eral Assessors to proceed in accordance with 
the resolution. This is, no doubt, the course 
which will be pursued. It is in effect the 
only one left to the board. It is not at all 
probable that any Judge in Cook County 
would take the responsibility of issuing such 
a mandamus, It would be ruinous to his 
reputation. But even if it were issued it 
would be as null and void as the resolution 
itself, for ah appeal would be taken to the 
Supreme Court. The last clause of the 
mandamus chapter of the Revised Statutes 
reads: Appeals and writs of error may be 
taken and prosecuted in the same manner, 
** upon the same terms, and with like effect 
‘as in other civil cases. Proceedings, 
therefore, in the lower court would be a 
senseless waste of time and money. 
The Constitution provides for bringing 
such a case as this before the Supreme Court 
directly and without delay. Its words on 
this point are: The Supreme Court shall 
„have original jurisdiction in cases relating 
to the revenue in mandamus and habeas 
“corpus and appellate jurisdiction in all 
„other cases.” It will be observed that the 
case in question would come in under either 
the first or the second of the three classes of 
cases specified. 

The rest of the clause from which we have 
just quoted also deserves notice in this con- 
nection. After specifymg that one of the 
seven Judges shall be Chief Justice the Con- 
stitution adds: Four shall constitute a 
** quorum, and the concurrence of four shall 
** be necessary to every decision.” This ap- 
plies alike to matters of orjginal and appel- 
late jurisdiction. ‘The Circuit, Superior, and 
County Judges throughout the State are in- 
dependent of each other in almost every- 
tuing. In those inferior tribunals “ the 
court” means one Judge, but when it 
comes to the tribunal from which 
there is no appeal it means four 
Judges. In Cook County there are a dozen 
Judges, either one of whom might issue a 
mandamus or any other of the numerous 
writs known to the profession, but no one 
Judge of the Supreme Court can exercise any 
such authority. The fact that in one instance 
the judicial proceeding would be interlocu- 
tory and in the other final is no doubt the ex- 
planation of this wise distinction, a distine- 
tion which obtained in a modified form under 
the Constitution of 1818 and fully under the 
organic law of 1848. 

It is not at all probable that any one of the 
seven Supreme Court Judges of Lilinois 
would favor the issuance of such a writ, even 
if no account were taken of thé practical con- 
sequences inevitably involved and the case 
were viewed purely from the standpoint of 
abstract law; but that there should be four 
„such Judges among the seven is almost in- 
conceivable, especially in the light of prece- 
dents in tax cases. It is well enough for 
Controller Schwab to take some precautions 
against a depletion of the City Treasury, but 
tna danger of « muddle which would serve 
as ah excuse for refusing to pay taxes when 
due is too remote to be at all serious.

That union is a 
Socialistic one, and it has been clearly dem- 
onstrated to the American people that Social- 
ism and Anarchism, as preached, are to all 
intents and purposes one and the same thing, 
whatever slight differences, if any, there 
may be in their respective methods. ‘The 
law inhibits citizenship to all persons not 
„Attached to the principles of the Constitu- 
“tion of the United States.” Are such per- 
sons attached to those principles? Their 
daily diatribes against those principles, 
under the guise of ravings about 
the rights of ‘‘ speech” and free as- 
semblage ”’ a sufficient answer. The 
naturaliza laws require of the courts that 
they shall admit no man to citizenship until 
they shall be satisfied that, during his proba- 
tionary residence in the United States, he 
**has behaved as a man of good moral char- 
**acter, attached to the Constitution of the 
United States, and well disposed to the 
„good order and happiness of the same. 
The burden of proof is on the applicant; to 
bar out the unworthy the courts need perform 
only their clear and simple duty, Let them 


examine every applicant. They do not lack 


the time; they cannot go too slowly. 


BREWING A HELLISH MESS. 
Under the above caption the Pali Mall Ga- 


* gette, a fortnight before the enforced abdica- 


tion of Prince Alexander, thus ‘significantly 
alluded to the recent meeting of the Austrian 


and German Emperors at Gastein: 

It is not yet given to the outside world even to 
suspect what lies beneath the polished exterior 
relations of the two t Emperors and their 
even greater Chanoeliors who have been passing 
the days in ceremonious meetings at the little 
Austrian bath. The Austrian dresses as a Ger- 
man. andthe German dresses as an Austrian, 
and Prince Bismarek and Count Kalnoky put on 
their best black; but what does it all mean— 

on the Balkans, or war? Count Herbert 
ismarck, German Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
is there too, and so is the Director of the Archives 
of Vienna. Is it, in Faust's words, that “ they 
brew some hellish mess,” or are they intensifying 
the circle of fire which shields the genius of in- 
ternational peace, like another Briiphiide, from 
all assaults? It will not be long before we know, 
but if the Balkan peninsula is as calm this time 
next year as itis now, then the wisest diplomats 
of Europe will have added another mare's-nest 
to their records. The signs—apart from this 
meeting, we mean—are almost all disquieting. 


The mess that was brewed has at last 
begun to ferment and boilup. The two Em- 
perors were hardly back at their Capitals, 
when, without warning, like a bolt irom a 
summer cloud, came the news of the abdica- 
tion of Alexander and the formation of a 
provisional government for Bulgaria under 
Russian influences. It is followed up by a 
declaration of the Bulgarian troops and 
peasantry in favor of Alexander and the for- 
mation of an antiRussian provisional gov- 
ernment at the ancient Capital of Tirnova, 
and this in turn by the overthrow of the 
government of the conspirators, There are 
symptoms of violence in Roumania. East- 
ern Roumelia is in an uproar. There are 
risings against Turkey in Macedonia, The 
Servian pretender is renewing his efforts to 
drive out Austria's protégé, Milan. ‘The 
„ mess is brewing all over the Balkan 
peninsula, 

What will come of it all? That question 
cannot be answered intelligently until: the 
Powers have replied to Turkey’s circular. 
She has asked them point-black what they 
think of the outrage upon her vassal and 
what they intend to do in view of this at- 
tempted rupture of the Bulgarian-Roumelian 
union which they have solemnly guaran- 
teed. Meanwhile the signs are ominous 
of trouble. Looking beyond the proba- 
bility of civil war in Bulgaria between the 
Russian and anti-Russian factions and of 
trouble with Servia and other Balkan prov- 
inces, there is another possibility of grarer 
moment—namely: the dismemberment of 
Turkey. If the ascendency of Russian influ- 
ence in Bulgaria has been determined upon 
by the joint action of Austria, Germany, and 
Russia, Turkey will be helpless. She has 
but one ally in Europe, and that ally ts 
neither in a political nor in a military condi- 
tion to help her. The loss of Bulgaria, which 
may be followed by that of Eastern Roumelia, 
means the speedy establishment of Russian 
power at Constantinople—the goal of Russian 
ambition almost. from time immemorial. If 
the assumption of the renewal of the triple 
alliance be true, it means the death-blow to 
Turkey, and we may soon hear of her di- 
vision among the three Powers. This would 
mean ultimate peace in Europe and the only 
permanent solution of the vexed Eastern 
question. 

The reverse of the situation means a gen- 
eral European war. There are as many in- 
dications that Germany and Austria will look 
with disfavor upon the Russian scheme as that 
they gave their assent to it at Gastein. Ina 
recent conversation Gen. Ignatieff declared 
that since the Berlin treaty Germany had 
shown herself unfriendly to Russia, and he 
aiided; * Bismarck is a more dangerous ene- 
“my to us than Napoleon I. was, and we 
must be on our guard, for a war between 
us and Germany is inevitable, Germany, 
„however, will find that it was a mistake to 
** forfeit Russia's friendship, for between us 
and the French she will be between two 
* fires.” The tone of the whole Russian press 
is warlike, and the French papers are con- 
templating with complacency the possibility 
of a Franco-Russian alliance. La France 
says:; When the German armies before 
Moscow encounter the fate of those 
“of Napoleon I., ten the French 
Republic will step forward and reclaim 
“* Alsace-Lorraine.” The Correspondance Ré- 
publicaine says: It is evident that the day 
Russia marches upon Berlin the chasse- 
pots will go off of their own accord.” For 
a long time the Russians have proclaimed 


that they were duped by the German alli- 


ance, There is dangerous dissatisfaction 

tween them. It adds to the complication 
that Germany has been the protector and ad- 
viser of Alexander, and that Austria’s and 
Russia’s interests in Southeastern Europe are 
irreconcilable. On the one hand, therefore, 
the dismemberment of Turkey is threatened ; 
on the other, a European war, which, once 
commenced, may drag all the Powers into it.

Tue faking of some 4,000,000 bushels in 
wheat and flour last week for export from 
this country has revived certain memories of 
the past. A few years ago the exporter was 
a leading factor in the wheat market, and his 
conduct largely dictated the prices which 
speculators had to pay for the article for fut- 
ure delivery. But there were important dif- 
ferences between then and now. In the most 


— 


active phase the exporter has been kuown to 


pay a premium of several cents a bushel on 
the offerings of car lots, as compared with 


| the price at which he could buy for future 


delivery, and this preference for e cash 
stuff” was kept up till late in the season. 
But the p t rule is for the cash wheat to 
be discoun from one month to another 
to an extentfabout equal to the charges for 
carrying the ‘property. That is very close to 
two cents per month, except during the win- 
ter, and the charge for storage and insurance 
through a term of twelve months 18 nearly 
19 cents per bushel. This does not include 
interest on the use of the money engaged in 
carrying the wheat. Comparing this with 
the fact that wheat can be stored and insured 
for a whole year in Liverpool at a total cost 
of only seven and a half cents per bushel, we 
have a very important fact which forms a 
cogent reason for the bearishness of foreign 
operators in this market. They are tempted 
to sell, if they operate at all, because 
they see the trade handicapped to an 
extent which is enormous when com- 
pared with the load that the wheat-holder 
has to sustain on the other side of the At- 
lantic. Indeed, some of them have expressed 
the opinion that the selling side is the only 
safe one here, as the facts of the case fur- 
nish an ever-present argument in favor ofa 
decline, and must operate when there are no 
special reasons to the contrary. For in- 
stance, our wheat market yesterday pre- 
sented the opportunity of selling for delivery 
next May at 12 cents per bushel above the 
price for this month. The foreigner thinks 
that if the market now be on a basis of 
actual value it offers a good chanee tor profit 
in selling for next spring at the difference, 
which must vanish with the lapse of time. 
And experience proves that he is right on 
the general issue, however it may be with 
his speculations in regard to intermediate 
price changes.

PUTTING UP TO GET HIM VOTES IN 
THE THIRD AND FOURTH WARDS. 


Hoping to Be the Democratic Candidate 
tor Sheriff, He Wants the Bepublicans 
to Put Up Their Weakest Man—H. 8. 
Boutell’s Friends Get the Worst of It at 
the Sixth Senetorial Primaries—Bren- 
tano’s Nomination Certain—Buck Mc. 
Carthy's Fine Work for Stephens. 


Jobn M. Dunphy is alleged to be taking more 


than usual interest if the Republican primaries 
this year. As a prospective candidate on the 
Democratic ticket for Sheriff, he wants to see 
the weakest man the Republicans have nom- 
inated for that office, and is bending his en- 
ergies in bebalf of Jack Stephens. Dunphy’s 
interest is said to be so great that he is helping 
furnish Stephens with the sinews of war for 
use in the Third and Fourth Wards, and is try- 
ing to have the influence of the Seipp Brewing 
Company exerted atthe primaries. This is not 
the first time that efforts baye been made to 
control Republican primaries by Democratic 
influences, and if the stories now told of 
Dunphy’s interference are true they would 
simply be in a hne with the past policies 
of the Democratic managers, and stin 
further show the close relations that 
have been existing between them and 
Stephens. The story as told yesterday 
was that ex-Ald, Foliansbee and hig political 
partner Fish bad agreed to run adelegation in 
the interest of Stephens and Hutt in the Third 
Ward, and that Dunpby was to belp slong the 
fight by giving money to the campaign fund 
and exerting whatever other influence he bad 


in the same direction. It was also said chat a 


similar deal had been made in the Fourth 
Ward, where Hutt is making a hard fight for 
the delegauon by putting up a ticket in oppo- 
sition to the one now supported by the ward 
club. It is hardly possibie that Dunpby’s in- 
fluence or money will have any efiect upon the 
Third and Fourth Wards, but if Stephens 
should get any votes in that way, and by any 
possibility secure the nomination, he need not 
be surprised if the Republicans of the Third 
and Fourth have no compunctions of con- 
science about slaughtering bim at the polis 
next fall.

GOV. HILL CONFISMS THE REMOVAL 
OF COMMISSIONER SQUIRE. 


Gen. John Newton at Once Selected to Fill 
the Place—The Police Manage to Run a 
Few of the Street-Cars—Crowds of Sym- 
pathizers with the Conductors and Driv- 
ers Overturn Vehicles and Throw Mis- 
alles at the Officers—Advertising Missing 
Bonds. 

New Yorn, Aug. 25.—|Special.|}—Gov. Hill 
bas approved of the action of Mayor Grace and 
bas removed Commissioner Roilin M. Squire 
from office. This news was received in this 
city from Albany about 11:80 o’elock 
a. m The politicians were gathered in 
the city-hall and the various barrooms on 
Park row. The news flew like wildfire, and at 
first was not believed. It created great ex- 
citement. By noon there was a stampede 
among the politicians at the city-hail. The 
County Democrats, whose interests are closely 
allied with the success of the Grace- 
Purroy-White-Martine faction, threw up 
their hats and shouted themselves hoarse. 
They have been waiting for places in the Pub- 
lic Works Department since Mayor Grace be- 
gan to fight Squire. All afternoon the Mayor's 
office was besieged with a crowd of ward lead- 
ers, anxious to get his promise of a share of 
expected patronage. 

Commissioner Squire came down from his 
home to his officeearly. He did not expect 
that the Governor would take action in bis 
case for a week at least. One of the city- 
ball statesmen, who had received the 
first intimation of Squire’s removal from the 
Mayor's office, rushed over to the Public 
Works Department and shouted through the 
outer door to Deputy W. V. Smith: * Squire's 
bounced out!

Just what Mr. Squire said could not be ascer- 
tained, but he telephoned to Maurice B. 
Fiynn’é Office for that worthy to appear in a 
hurry. Then Squire jit a cigaret and puffed 
it nervously, 

After the politicians had become thoroughly 
satisfied that Squire bad been removed they 
began to discuss the question of his successor

morning, seemed to lend probability 
to the rumor that he was to de 


named for the place, A conference between 
the Mayor and Gen. Newtoon took place at the 
business office of the former. At the conclu- 
sion of the conference Gen. Newton went up 
to the olty-hall. where the Mayor 
soon joined him. Atter a few mo- 
ments’ deliberation Mr. Grace entered 
his public office, and in reply to a question 
said: As soon as I receive official notificauhon 
of the removal of Mr. Squire I will appoint 
Gen, John Newton to bis place.” 

„Have you offered the place to Gen. New- 
ton? be was asked, 

“Yes; I bave been in correspondence with 
tne Genera! for some time, and knew that ne 
would accept the position,” 

Gen. Newton was seen by a reporter as he 
was on bis way to catch the train for Wash- 
ington. He said be would atonce ask to be 
retired, and would accept the position of Com- 
missioner of Public Worss if appointed. He 
would try and do bis whole duty to the people 
and conduct the department on a business like 
basis. 

The Street-Car Drivers’ Strike. 

Barly this morning District Assembly No. 49 
concluded no to “tie up“ the Oross-Town 
cars on Forty-second street and to let the war 
for the present be waged by the Broadwa and 
Seventh Avenue Lines. About 6 a. m. neariy 
800 policemen arrived at the stables, on Fifty- 


first street and Seventh avenue, and were 
immediately detailed to break up tue 
crowds that had begun to assemble. 


The strikers moved on peaceably. Both sides 
continued firm, and there were only a few 
applicants for positions. The attempt to start 
out a car was suoceessfully made. After the 
strikers, with the exception of their pickets, 
had withdrawn from the stable the police were 
massed at the depot and posted along the en- 
tire length of the road. Patrol-wagons were 
ready to carry policémen to any point at 
a moment's notice. At 10:87 a. m. a car rolled 
out ot the depot and was filled up witb 
reporters and a detail of police. Hundreds of 
men poured out of the neighboring saloons 
witha yell. At Fiftieth street the first missile 
was thrown. It was an iron bolt, which struck 
on the top of the car. At the Forty-fourth 
street junction the strikers placed a block in 
the switch, which sent the car upon the wrong 
track, but it was brought back. Just then a 
dry-goods truck was seized by the mob and 
overturned on the track in the way of the car. 
Again the excited mob yelled and hooted at 
the driver. The police hurriedly lifted the 
truck off. At Forty-second street a 
car of the Broadway and Boulevard 
Line collided with the Broadway car. While 
the cars were together some one in the mob 
hurled a brick which crashed through a ven- 
tilator of the car. At Thirty-third street there 
was a collision with a Sixth-avenue car. The 
mob again booted,and a stone was thrown which 
struck the Sixth-avenue car. Capt. Wilnams 
at the bead of his men appeared suddenly and 
a regular fight began. The mob was clubbed 
right and left and driven away. As the car 
passed Wallack's Theatre another brick was 
torown, and while passing the Hoffman ~ 
House more were thrown. The mob 
dia not get past Union Square, 
as the police prevented them. From Union 
Square to the Battery no trouble was experi- 
enced. Three other cars quickly followed and 
by noon six cars were io operation, with no 
serious trouble reported, They stopped at 6 
o'clock. There was no change in affairs at the 
Belt Koad Depot today. Capt. Kellalea was in 
charge with sixty-five policemen, 

A crowd of fifteen or twenty strixers seized 
one of the Third avenue cars as it was passing 
Forty-seventh street this afternoon, and 
after driving the passengers out turned 
it over on its side. An open car which 
followed was next attacked and upset. 
When the driver showed fight a revolver was 
pointed at him. Great excitement attended 
these acts. The appearance of a policeman 
set the rioting strikers to flight. They were 
chased, but only one, Edward McEvoy, a con- 
ductor, was overtaken. He was locked up. 

Although no general tie-up of the surface 
roads of the city is anticipated, the Executive 
Committee of the strikers declaring that there 
is no chance of such a tbing, 
people who travel along Sixth avenue 
need not be surprised to see that thor- 
oughfare bare of horse-cars within twenty- 
four hours. The men have grievances which 
culminated tonight in a meeting at which a 
committee was appointed to cali upon Presi- 
dent Curtis and to warn bim that, as matters 
are not working as smoothiy as agreed, he is 
in danger of losing his men unless he shall 
stop discriminating against union men. The 
complaints against him are that he binds new 
employés by an ironciad oath not to join the 
Knights; that be is missing 00 chance to weed 
out the most prominent Koaights; and that 
slowly and by insidious methods he is lengthen- 
ing the hours of labor aud making changes in 
his schedule that threaten to reimpose old 
hours, if pot old wages, upon the men. Pres- 
dent Curtis will meet the committee appointed 
by his employés at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 


ing. 

At 2a. m. a lead Knight of Labor was 
quoted as saying that, despite ali rumors to the 
contrary, the Forty-second street, Sixth and 
Eigbth avenues and connecting lines would all 
be tied up before 6 o'clock this morning.

OBITUARY. 


Roger Sherman of Philadelphia and En- 
cyclopeedia Hritannica Fame. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 25.— Special. 
International copyright lost its most formid- 
abla adversary in this country today in the 
death of Roger Sherman, the millionaire book- 
seller and publisher of the Encyciopzdia Bri- 
tannica. He was 53 years old, and died in the 
magnificent residence in which he bas spent 
bis long life of bacbelorbood. His immense 
fortune goes to bis only sister, who has for 
many years lived with bim, but who is now 
traveling in Europe. 


[The deceased was a son of Conger Sherman, a 
well-known printer in his day. is mother was 
u daughter of Alexander Robb, the type-founder. 
Roger graduated from a seminary in New York 


in his father’s printing-house. The elder Sher- 
man retired from business in 1864 and the firm's 
name was changed to Roger Sherman & Co, 
Since 1882 Mr. Sherman h been the publisher 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica, which was start- 
ed by James Stoddard. It was Sherman's push 
and backing that made the continuance of a work 
of such great literary value poems. The de- 
ceased was an active member of the Philadelphia 
— of Fine-Arts and was a scholar of rare 
ability. 


Master Workman J. B. Murphy. 

The funeral of J. B. Murphy; late Master 
Workman ol District No. 24 Knigbts of Labor, 
took place from St. Columbkili’s Cathoiic 
Church, yesterday afternoon.

The pall-bearers 
were Messrs. Thompson, Warland, Foley, 
Harris ton, Erickson, and Scandia. The ro- 
mains were buried in Calvary.

THE APPRAISER’S STORE. 


The New Site a Satisfactory One—Additional 
Legislation Needed, 

The title to the property at the northwest 
corner of Sherman and Harrison streets, where 
the new appraiser's store is to be erected, has 
not yet passed to the Government. District-At- 
torney Ewing has one of the abstracts, but the 
other cannot be gotten at, as the owner of the 
jot is out of the city. It may be sixty days 
before the matter is closed up. In any event 
nothing. wuül be done this year toward putting 
up the structure. The billas it passed Con- 
gress required a space of forty feet on the 
four sides of the building, the object being to 
have plenty of ligut. The site agreed upon was 
notin view when the action was taken, it being 
the intention to secure at least 100x150 feot so 
as to provide for the open spaces. The Sherman 
street lot has a frontage on that street of 125 
feet, and of 94 on Harrison. West of it is a 
twelve-foot alley. Having two street fronts, 
Coliector Seeberger thinks that cutting off 
twenty-five feet on the north end and making 
the alley twenty-five feet wide will give ample 
light. This, bowever, cannot be done without 
the sanction of Congress. So the proposed 
change involves a delay of several months. 

r recommended a store 50x150 feet. 
On the lot selected one 80x100 feet can be 
erected. The building it to be three stories. 
An effort will be made to have Congress pass 
the necessary amendment early in the next 
session, so that the Supervising Architect can 
prepare the plans durmg the winter, and let 
the contracts that work may be commenced 
early next spring.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS 


LOW-GRADE VESSELS PRESSED INTO 
THE GRAIN TRADE. 


Their Owners Eager to Take Cargoes and 
There Is No Trouble in Placing Insur- 
ance—Queer Experience of the Tug 
Hackley’s Crew—Freights and Charters 
—The Steamer Welcome Sunk—A Vessel 
Inspector’s Exciting Adventure—Around 
the Lakes. 

The employment of so many standard ves 
sels in the ore trade has so greatly reduced the 
grain carrymg capacity that shippers are al- 
most daily compelled to drawon the lumber 
fleet for tonnage. Lumber carriers unhesitat- 
ingly accept grain cargoes so long as agents 
can be found who will issue insurance certifi- 
cates, and as the sole ambition of some agents 
is to earn commissions very little difficulty is 
encountered. A low grade vessel can earn 
more money by carrying grain than she can 
possibly get out of a lumber cargo, and an 
agent can charge a bigger fee for making tne 
charter than be could exact from & 
standard grain vessel. Shippers, as & rule, 
don't care asnap whether a vessel is fit for 
carrying grain so long as their interests are 
fully protected by insurance policies. Conse- 
quently the insurance companies shoulder the 
entire responsibility, and if they pay their 
losses promptly without increasing their pre- 
mium rates, outsiders ought. not to complain. 
Of course, the utilizing of cheap boats to 
carry valuable cargoes reduces the value of 
high-grade craft by cbeapening rates, but 
there does not seem to be any remedy until 
the eyes of the underwriters bave been opened. 
The fall gales will soon be bere. A succession 
of heavy losses may cause the insurance com- 
panies to work a radical reform on, the lakes 
and weed out some of the many abuses that 
have crept into the grain shipping trade,

The 
boiler was then only about halt full and the 
workman unintennonaliy fell asleep. He slept 
soundly, regardless of the steady stream of 
water that was pouring into the metal tank. 
An hour later all hands awoke and found the 
boat was half full of water and fast sinking. 
The boiler bad overflowed.. The tug Mosher 
was sent for and ber powerful steam-pump 
soon sucked the sinking tug ary. It was not 
until then that the boilermaker wasjmissed. At 
first it wae thought be had fallen overboard, 
but the freman discovered a ciew in a very 
loud snore which he followed up and found 
the missing mancuried up in twe smokebox, 
sound asleep. utterly unconscious of his nar- 
row escape from death.

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FASHIONABLE TRIMMINGS. 


The Romance of the Burano Pillow Lace— 
Curiously Embroidered Galloons. 
Philadelphia Times: A striking instance of 
fashion’s numerous good works, which cer 
tainly outweigh ber caprices and whims, is 
realized in the recent revival of what was for 


years considered a lost industry—the creation 
of Burano lace. When the demand for this 
curious and intricate hand-made iace 


ceased 
tho people on tne Island of Burano lost their 


principal means of gaining bread, and with 
that died their am bition. : 

Only a short time ago, in pity for the starv- 
ing condidon of the inhabitants, who were 
dying out, an American lady and an Italian 
Countess made sundry efforts to reéstablish 
the lace-making industry, but while they were 
successful in organizing forces and gaining 
services of young girls, the old stitch, ape- 
oullar knotting or twisting of the thread, could 
not be recailed, until lately a very old woman 
was found who nad been taught to make the 
real Burano lace by hersmother almost a cent- 
ury ago. Materials for making lace were 
brought to her cottage, and aimost mechant- 
cally the aged fingers gave the thread the turn 
that formed the stitch, and thus saved the in- 
dustry. 

The Island of Burano, after the revival of 
the lace-makmg industry, almost magically 
became peopled with an industrious popula- 
tion of girls and women, through a womans 
design for a certain lace stitcb, for Burano 
lace is a texture at once delicate and rich, and 
now, on a delicate ground, flowers, and leaves. 
and other designs are wrought in that peculiar 
stitch which a pair of hands trembling with 
age saved from oblivion. 2. 

The applique gailoons which are now used in 
place of embroidery are very nandsome. In- 
deed, they are really fancy braids, both wide 
and narrow, woven on the Kurshudt machines, 
which are said to be capable of copying aay 
work a hand can execute. These braids are 
woven of the same wool as the dress tney are 
to adorn, and show intricate or simple designs 
in gold, silver, or other colors. 

On a handsome skirt of peacock-biue Heart 
etta is an elaborate design ot leaves and flow- 
ers in the same shade, relieved by silver. A 
olose-· Utting coat in navy blue shows galloon in 
fern-leaf pattern, embroidered in narrow 
braids of that color mixed with gold. This or- 
namented the centre of the back, the neck. 
and the fronts. Barrels of metal, covered with 
a chain netting of silk, represent the buttons, 
and two robes of tabs, made of braid inter- 
woven with a beck of gold, are placed as 
closely as possible round the edge of jacket 
and cuffs. 

Other adaptations of the embroidered ap- 
plique galloons are most noticeabie. A very 
becoming dress of white serge, made with a 
very full skirt and full bodice, opens in front 
over a waistcoat of the material literaliy cov- 
ered with rows of embroidered galloon in Per- 
sian colors, with buttons to match, closing 
front. Other costumes of white cashmere or 
serge have all the edges of their various parts 
bordered with galloon in white, with embroi- 
dery in one or many colors. 

Moss-stiteh embroidery is also new and this 
comes in many designs and colors, and is much 
used to give finish to bodices and the plastrons 
and panels of stylisd dresses. It bids fair to 
be exceedingly popular this fall, as the few 
samples shown are greatly admired. The novel 
Russian braid is in solid and lace designs in 
various patterns, and wil! be largely used to 
trim drésses in the new woolen materiais for 
fall wear.

Club Life for Women. 

Boston Globe: Acrose the water, especially 
in London, clubs for women are more numer- 
ous and flour shing than in this country. 

The first club exclusively for ladies in Lon- 
don was started in 1876. It was the work of a 
clergyman’s widow. who perceived that women, 
like men, would be giad of a permanent ad- 
dress, an accessible stopping place where 
they could command refreshments and 
the advantages of a temporary dwelling 
in a central part oi the town, when re- 
quired by business or pleasure. Its members 
now number uearly 200, inciuding the Count- 
esses Bective and Guildford and the Marchion- 
ess of Abergavenny. The entrance fe ia two 
guineas, and tbe annual subscription the same, 
with the privilege of introducing lady mem- 
bers of the family at one guinea each. 

The Somerville Club is more for working 
women. There is nv entrance fee and the an- 
nual subscription is five shillings. Debates, 
lectures, and entertainments are held once a 
week on ali subjects except theology, which is 
strictiy forbidden. This club was opened in 
1878, and bas proved immensely popular. 

The Alexandra is an exclusive club, started 
in 1884, from which men, even as guests, are 
rigorousiy excluded. The standard of eligi- 
bility is that which would secure admission to 
her Majesty’sdrawing-rooms. It started with 200 
members and now numters 500. An entrance 
fee of two guineas and an annual subscrip- 
tion of the same for townspeople and £1 10s. 
for country members furnishes the fund on 
which it is kept up. 
toria Clubs furnish bedroom accommodation 
for ladies who wish to dress for the evening or 
make a longer stay. 

The Albemarie, which takes its name from 
the street on which it is situated, is limited to 
600 members, one-half of each sex. Five 
guineas is the annual subscription. Gentie- 
men must be 21 years of age and ladies 18 be- 
fore they can be admitted. It has been estab- 
lished about ten years on its present footing. 
Dogs and gratuities to servants are prohibited,

| methods employed? Manual skill cannot be 
adequately termed education. One may carry 
ut a piece of work mechanically involving no 
2 knowledge ot the principles employed. Man- 
ual processes in education must be primarily 
tor the acquirement of knowledge. and disc: 
pline. 

Much so-called education has been so general 
and indefini: that the chasm between the ideals 
of scholariy enthusiasm and the verities has 
never been bridged over during the student 
days. The shop and the laboratory compel the 
student to square each idea with the reality at 
the very time when that idea enters his mind. 
The desirability of some such course has long 
been felt, and partly met. This process must 
beone notof changmg oid ideas but of im- 
parting new ones; therefore, secondiy: Man- 
val training should be such as is adapted to 
the development of powers and habits of mind, 
which have been but little cultivated in the 
schools. ‘ 

To admit the hand as a helper in raining 
ideas is certainly reasonabie, but in order to 
work well one must have suitabie tools. For 
work, though simple, if poorly made us worse 
than not made at all. Bad habts are fixed. 
The “genius of the mechanic's shop” is the 
dread of the instructor of the manual school. 

The third principle is evident: Manual ex- 
ercises in education should be restricted to 
those operations for which suitable facilities 
are provided for carrying out the operations 
in a practical and thorough manner. The 
student then feeis he has accomplished what 
was undertaken in a creditable manner. Defi- 
nit knowledge of the standards of workman- 
ship are required. No trifling can be allowed 
when good work is required. The fourth and 
final principle is therefore almost axiomatic: 

Manual processes involving the use of tools 
und construction should be confined to prop- 
“erly designed structures, should be taught 
and supervised by experts capable of produ- 
cing- the. best quality of standard, practical 
work, and should be accompanied by compe- 
tent instruction in cheory and principle. 

lf these principles are true how can they be 
carried into effect? For public schools simple 
models will be sufficient to demonstrate 
important principles, to teach outline. 
measure accurately, name parts. The 
seeing of such models well made would 
teach the whole idea of desirability of fine 
workmanship. Another way to meet popular 
demand is vacation training. Expert work- 
men should replace the teacher and a large 
@ workroom the schooiroom. In Boston a cook-

Bold Lyrics of War Times and the Piping 
Songs of Peace—Facility of the Early 
Poets in Rhyming—-New Variety of Songs 
Good Morals Inculcated by a Plump 
Young Woman in a Bathing Suit—The 
Present Drouth of Songs. 

Prot. Gouge in Albany Journal: as an indi- 
vidual shows the mood he is in by the style of 
melody he sings or whistles as be goes about 
iis toll. so also a nation indicates its needs, its 
renditions, its progress ana enlightenment by 
its songs. Great epochs evoive great songs, 
as the individual may send out a startling cry 
in the hour of danger and déath—a cry which 
we never heard before, so shrill, so piercing 
that as we listen the neart stands still for a 
moment and we know it to be 


The bubbling cry 
Of some strong swimmer in his agony. 


= Such a cry went up in our own Star Span- 
led Banner,“ and will reécho forever among 
us, telling of a terrible longing and anxiety in 
the hour of danger. During the same stormy 
period the ragged Continenta’s as they sat 
around the campfire gave expression to weir 
melancholy in Janes Bird,“ or ** Jonuny Gor- 
man: 


Sons of freedom listen to me, 
And ye daughters too give ear, 

You a sad and mourntul story 
As Was ever told shall hear. 

On the forecasties of ships of war the tarry 
sailor turned bis quid and sang to his listening 
messmates The Peacock and Hornet and 
“The Uonstitution and Guerriere.”” Hat 
Columbia,“ sang at the theatre, was caught up 
by army and navy, and became a National air. 
The barometer of song showed terrible dis- 
turbance iu the elements and indicated stormy 
weather. e 

Probably the highest point ever reached in 
song expression comes in time of National 
danger. In England Rule Britannia, in 
France the Marseiilaise Hymn are really a 
mode of national expression of patriotic 
power. In our own country, when peace re- 
turned, how the barometer sank until we 
were on a dead level of flabby, fat, and con- 
tented song. As we look back at our eariy at- 
tempts to fine singing the sound we bear is 
almost a snore, it isso contented. With the 
birth of literary talent came a desire to be fine 
before we were solid. 

The singer of that early day looms up before 
us with a guitar suspended around his neck by 
a wide blue ribbon. His hair is long, and be 
stands with his bead thrown back and one leg 
extended and his weight thrown on the other. 
He is strangiing his guitar with bis left hand, 
while his right turums among the strings. He 
wasadaisy. if his appearance did not capti- 
vate a j oung lady it would unseat her reason. 
His style of song was ianguishing. He was 
like Solomon—be was sick of love, and he 
would make everybody sick who beard him. 
Get some of tne first copies of Graham's Mauo- 
azine and you wil find remnants of our first 
songs while on a peace footmg. They were 
mournful in tone and went as follows: 

You ask me why my cheek is pale, 
And gone the lustre from these eyes; 
Why heavy sighs float on the gale, 
And silent tears unbidden rise. 

O. could you see the desert waste, 
Where Love did once his vigils keep, 
The bitter cup my soul doth taste, 
You would not ask me why I weep. 

You would not ask the crowd who bear it 
why they wept, either. They had to weep or 
run. The song-writers of that early day want- 
ed to Duy a young gazelle with silver feet or a 
dove with a silver wing to send to their lady- 
love. It was a laudable ambition, and showed 


an acquaintance with zodlogy worthy of imita- 
uon. 
I hav ways envied the song-writers of 


thut early day. If they wanted to make a 
rhyme they would make up a name with the 
right bind of a vowel sound in it. Poe was a 
wonderful poet, but look at the Lost Lenore 
and “ Annabei Lee.“ There are fifty words to 
rhyme with those names and Poe knew it. 
Like this: 
Sweet Geraldine, thy lofty mien 
Ennobles thee as beauty’s queen. 
And lo, I worship thee afar, 
Till from thy hight love's silver light 
Dispels the darkness of my night 
As earth is gladdened by a star. 

I wieh 1 bad a bank account as long as I 
could write a song if I had the selecting of the 
name. But the early American song was good 
and harmiess, and its namby-pamby style was 
very pretty. It was nicer than anything we 
have now. When the old men were boys agreat 
deal of molasses was eaten on bread, and it was 
very healthy, too. 

The War of the Rebellion brought out no 
great songs. Not one will live. Why? Be- 
cause it was not a war to resist invasion. It 
was not a war for conquest. It was simply a 
conflict for National existence. Every soldier 
knew be was fighting a brother. The songs 
were of scenes of parting. Homesickness ran 
througd all of chem Just Before the Battie, 
Mothe,”” In My Prison Cell I Sit.“ When 
This Cruel War Is Over.“ “When Jobnny 
Comes Marching Home.” Marching Through 
Georgia comes the nearest to an immortal 
song, but it cannot exist, because Georgia 
is now one of our own States, and boasting 
of its conquest is crvel. The South is in 
the some predicament. It cannot show 
a song inspired by the War. Well, we 
are satisfied. The song barometer indicated 
only pain and self-sacrifice, and old song-books 
and sheet-music will show what we suffered. 
Before and up to the time of the War there ap- 
peared a rising barometer, and, strange to re- 
late, the most powerful songs ever produced 
on this continent were written about the Af- 
rican slave in bondage in our midst. Stephen 
Fostet without doubt, comes as near to im- 
mortal fame as any writer ot his time in 
“Way Down Upon the Suwanee Ribber.” 
„The Old Kentucky Home and Dixie are 
the nearest to perfect songs of anything of 
their time.“ 

Since the War we have had a stationary 
barometer so continuously that it begins to 
look like adrou.b. Songs bave been popular 
for six months, and thousands of copies tave 
been sold, and then they have fallen into eter- 
nal silence. The most popular of these latter- 
day songs have been a sort of well-auger bor- 
ing for water. Pathos became gueh and twad- 
die, and the attempt to bring tears was 60 ap- 
parent that it evoked laughter instead. Here 
is the popular effusion: 

Darling, kiss your little Birdie 
Ere she soars beyond the sky, 
Give my parlor skates to Mattie, 
For your Birdie soon must die. 
When I sleep beneath the daisies, 
And my form no more is seen, 
Will you buy a pump and hose-pipe 
So my grave may be kept green? 

In the immortal words of Lincoln they bave 
robbed the cradle and the grave so as to get up 
a tearful song.

CUSTER’S LAST CAMPAIGN, 


The General Shown to Huve Been Fully 
Warranted in Attacking the Indians on 
the Little Big Horn River. 

The Winona (Dak.) Times recently published 

a paragraph concerning the campaign of Gen. 

Custer along the Little Big Horn, wiere he 

met his death, together with all but one mem- 

ber of his comman 1, in which it was said: 


It is doubtful whether all the eulogies of Cus- 
ter which can be written will excuse him in the 
minds of those who were widowed and orphaned 
on that fatal day in 76 for his selfish rashness in 
assuming the responsibility of making the at- 
tack alone, in direct disobedience of orders. 

Capt. E. 8. Godfrey of the Seventh Cavalry 
writes to the paper from Fort Yates giving a 
copy of the written instructons furnished 
Gen. Custer. This is said to be the firat time 
these orders have been made pubiic. They 
are as follows: 

MOUTH OF ROSEBUD, Mont., June 21, 1876.— 
Lieut.-Col. Custer, Seventh Cavatry.—COLONEL: 
The Brigadier-General commanding directs that 
as soon as your regiment can be made ready for 
the maroh you proceed up the Rosebud in pursuit 
of the Indians whose trail was discovered by Maj. 
Reno a few days since. It is, of course, impos- 
sible to give any definit instructions in regard -to 
this movement, and, were it notimpossible to do 
so, the department commander places too much 
confidence in your zeal, energy, and ability to 
wish.to impose upon you precise orders which 
might hamper your action when nearly in con- 
tact with the enemy. He will, however, indicate 
to you his own views of what your action should 
be, and he desires that you should conform 
to them unless you shall see sufficient reason 
for departing from them. He thinks that you 
should proceed up the Rosebud until you ascer- 
tain definitly the direction in which the trail 
above spoken of leads. Should it be found, as it 
appears almost certain that it will be found, to 
turn toward the Little Big Horn, he thinks that 
you should still proceed southward, perhaps as 
far as the headwaters of the Tongue, and then 
toward the Little Big Horn, feeling constantly, 
however, to your left so as to preclude the possi- 
— 4 of the escape of the Indians to the south or 
southeast by passing around your left flank. The 
column of Col. Gibbon is now in motion for the

The depart- 
ment commander desires that on your way up 
the Rosebud you should 3 examine the 
upper part of Tullock’s Creek, and that you 
should endeavor to send a scout through to Col.

The lower part of this will 
be examined by a detachment of Col. Gibbon’s 
command. The supply steamer will be pushed 
up the Big Horn as faras the forks if the river 
is found navigable for that space, and the de- 
partment commander, who will accompany the 
column of Col. Gibbon, desires you to report to 
him there not later than the expiration of the 
time for which your troops are rationed, unless 
in the meantime you receive further orders. Re- 
spectfully, etc,

Cart. Gates then comments on the above or- 

ders as foliows: 


Is there toms in those instructions that 
would forbid Gen: Custer to make an attack in 
case he came upon hostile Indians? He was of- 
fered the additional four troops of the Second 
Cavalry, which were with the Montana column, 
also the Gatling guns, by the commanding Gen- 
eral. What for? To help to locate the Indians. 
It was the feeling of the whole command, in the 
regiment and out of it, that the Seventh Cavalry 
was going out to fight Indians; every officer and 
man expected a battle. Gen. Custer did not in- 
tend to make the attack until the next day after 
locating the village. As soon as he became sat- 
isfied that the Indians had discovered the pres- 
ence of the troops on the trail he determined on 
the attack. I doubt if there was a man in the 
command who did not approve his judgment at 
the time his decision was made, as being 
the more practical way of striking the In- 
dians. It was expected that the village would 
scatter, or at all events be on the move and the 
warriors would attack the troops to prevent or 
delay pursuit. Itis probable that the fear of 
“ scatteration “ induced Gen. Custer to make the 
division of the troops into three battalions, with 
the hope that one of the columns would 
strike the moving village and detain it 
until the other columns could come to 
its assistance. It was fatal, but was it rash? 
— that after the village had been located 
and the presence of troops had been discovered 
by the Indians that the troops had passed by and 
one to the, headwaters of the Tongue, and the 
ndians had made their escape from the country, 
as they certainly could have done; the campai 
would have been a failure. What then would 
have been the charge made against Gen. Custer? 


WITH SIX WIVES. 


Wonderful Matrimonial Experiences of a 
Polish Jew. 

Paris Letter in London News: The Assize 
Court of the Seine has had to deal witt a re- 
markabie bigamist, if sucha name can be 
given to a man who had so many as six wives. 
The culprit is a Polish Jew, smail, ill-made, 
and ugly—in short, a sort of foreign Quilp. 
His name was Feinstein. Wherever be went 
he got married, because, he said, he could not 
do without feminine society, and, finding vir- 
tuous women fools, profited by their foily and 
credulity. Feinstein’s first matrimonial vent- 
ure or adventure was in Russia in 1870. He 
abandoned there his wife and four children 
and came to seek his fortune in Paris, where 
he got implicated in a robbery and was con- 
demned to thirteen months’ imprisonment. In 
jail he fell ja with another Polish Jew named 
Mayer, who died there, leaving a widow in 
fairly good circumstances. After his release 
Feinstein called on her, described to her 


the conversation he bad had with 
her deceased husband about ber and 
her virtues, and so got round der 


that in three weeks they were engaged. She 
would have married him then had sbe not re- 
solved to devote a certain number of months 
for the late M. Mayer. The period she named 
was too long for him, and under the name of 
Herzfeld he wooed and won a very decent Jew- 
ess named Rachel Gariinski. To satisfy the re- 
quirements of the French code on the score of 
birth and other certificates be got, throug the 
testimony of seven witnesses, a certificate of 
notoriety establishing that he was Herzfeid, and 
had for many years lived in Paris. In a few 
days he absconded with his second wife's 
jewels and money, and went to Nancy, where 
he heard of a certain Anna Jarewska who had 
3,000 fraues, and proposed for her. He was 
accepted. Another certificate of notoriety 
was obtained, and the bride ana m 
were coming from the Mayoralty when Kachel 
came forward, escorted by policemen, to 
forbid the bannos at tae synagog. The 
bride fainted, and the bridal party dispersed 
to escape being called upon to pay for the 
wedding feast that had been ordered. Inquiries 
being made, the antecedents of Feinstein 
were brought to light, and there was quite a 
pile of letters on the Public Prosecutor's table 
from Russian, Polish, German, and other 
Jewesses whom he bd imposed upon and 
swindied. It came out chat he bad had six 
wives and was regularity engaged to fourteen 
single women and widows. He was so impu- 
dent as to laugh heartily and let off many sar- 
casms at their misfortunes Woen he was in tae 
dock. Disgusted at his cynicism the jury re- 
fused to admit extenuating circumstances, and 
the court sentenced him to six years’ penal 
servitude.

THE STORY OF THE GREAT TREASURE- 
RAID AT VERDI, NEV. _ 


Rallroad Pirates, Tells How the Job 
Was Planned and Executed—A Well- 
Contrived Scheme Which .Resulted in 
Bagging $120,000—The Money Wanted 
for Developing a Mine Which the Rob- 
bers Owned, | 


Virginia City (Nev.) Chronicle: J. H. Squires, 
the ringleader of the gang that robbed the 
overland express east of Verdi in 1872, is now 
traveling agent for a firm in Sacramento deal 
ig extensively in lamps. Squires recently 
visited this city as agent for the sale of a coal 
oll lamp and burner of a new pattern. One 
eventng during his stay on the Comstock, in 
the course of conversation with a Chronicle 
representative, he related the following inter- 
esting narrative of the circumstances which 
led to the robbery, and of the robbery itself: 

He was residing in Flowery district at the 
time the robbery was planned, and was a 
partner of the late Jack Davis in severai 
mines. They bad exhausted their money in 
prospecting, and it was necessary to resort to 
strategy to raise more to develop their prop- 
erty, which Squires today maintains contains 
untold wealth, needing only coin to uncover 
it. Davis had the reputation of having been 
interested in several stage robveries prior to 
entering into copartnership with Squires, but 
up to the time of the train robbery Squires 
says be was never connected in any manner 
with dishonorabie transactions. 

As staging in this part of Nevada was nearly 
at an end at that time, it was suggested by 
Davis that they put up a job to stop the over- 
land express train on the Central Pacific and 
rob Wells Fargo’s car. After several consulta- 
tions it was decided to resort to that means to 
replenish their depleted exchequer. In order 
to successfully carry out their plans it was 
necessary to take in several accomplices. 
Three men let into the secrét bad friends in 
another gang, who had also been arrangimg a 
train robbery. 

Three of this gang were taken in in order to 
keep tnem from giving the business away. 
which they might have done bad they been 
kept out. Among these was Gilofirist, who 
afterwards turned State’s evidence. 

Squires was selected to lay the plan for the 
robbery and was unanimously chosen leader of 
the gang. After a careful survey of the situa- 
tion he decided upon the quarry side-track at 
Hunter’s croasing of the Truckee River, four 
miles west of Reno, as the most eligible place 
for committing the robbery. 

Verdi at that time was the meeting and pass- 
ing point of the east and west bound overland 
express-trains, they both being due there snort- 
ly after midnight. 

Squires went to San Francisco and spent sey- 
eral weeks in ascertaining tue amount of coin 
shipped by Wells, Fargo & Co., and he says 
that he knew to a dime every day the exact 
sum that left the office in that city on the over- 
land express. | 

The night of the robbery the gang, which 
had been concealed in the timber in. the hiils 
back of Verdi, assembled at the station a 
short time prior to the arrival of the express 
train from San Francisco, and just as the con- 
ductor signaled the engineer to pull out of the 
station, Squires and four of his men stepped 
upon the platform between the baggage and 
express cars, and Davis, Parsons, and another 
man got aboard on the platform of the mail 
car, next to the locomotive tender, and, climb- 
ing into the cab of the engine, covered the en- 
gineer and fireman with shotguns and ordered 
them to keep quiet and obey orders. 

Meanwhile Squires and his men had been 
observed to step on the forward platform of 
the baggage car, and a brakeman, thinking 
they were tramps, followed them and ordered 
them off justes the train started. 
quietly dropped the brakeman on the ground 
from the opposit side of the train while it was 
in motion. 

Meanwhile, the conductor, baggagemaster, 
and a brakeman opened the forward door of 
the baggage car to see who was on the »lat- 
form, but were ordered to close it by Squires, 
who held the muzzieof a shotgun in danger- 
ous proximity to the beads of the employés, 
remarking as ne cocked the weapon that too 
strong a draft came through the open door. 

After the train had got about three miles 
east of Verdi Squires cut the bell-cord and 
pulled the pin between the baggage and ex- 
press cars and the engineer was ordered to pull 
out for the quarry side-track. 

Up to this time the robbers were not aware 
that the west-bound train was behind time, 
but thought it had passed at Verdi. On arriv- 
ing at the switch the engine and two cars were 
siie-tracked, and, Wells-Fargo’s messenger 
opening the door to see what was the matter, 
found his person covered with three shotguns. 

He was ordered to throw up bis hands, and 
Squires and three of bis companions entered 
the car, and, after securing the messenger, 
proceeded to remove the coin from the safe. 
They got away with $120,000 altogether. Pend- 
ing the removal of the coin from the express- 
car the mail agents were summoned to the 
door of their car and covered with guns until 
after it was accomplished. The coin was put 
in sacks, slung across the backs of horses 
ready saddied, and when the signal was given 
the gang mounted and rode rapidly away 
across the bridge in the direction of this city. 

After the west-bound train came along and 
the east-bound was backed up to Verdi, the 
gang recrossed the bridge and bivouacked in 
the hills on the Peavine road. The coin was 
divided in two parceis. One half was given to 
Squires ands Davis, which the former cached 
in the hills, seven miles north of Reno, after 
the other members of the gang dispersed. . 

The story of the confession of Gilchrist and 
subsequent capture of the gang and recovery 
of most of the coin is too familiar for rebearsa!. 

Squires served eleven years and a halt in 
State Prison, and Davis was killed several 
years ago while attemptumg to rob the Tybo 
stage in the eastern part of the State. 

After bis release Squires returned to this 
city and called upon Mr. Pendergast, agent of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. He approached the coun- 
ter and asked Pendergast if he recognized 
bim. Being answered in the negative, he re- 
quested Pendergast to take a good, square 
look, remarkme: “My name is Squires; I 
have just been pardoned out of State Prison 
after serving nearly twelve years for robbing 
the express car at Verdi. I understand that 
you have employed spies to watch my move- 
ments, and I want you to keep a sharp lookout 
for me. 

Squires, in conclusion, says he called at the 
office several times subsequent to the above 
conversation with the agent, but Mr. P. always 
disappeared in the back room when be entered 
the premises and kept outof sight until he 
passed out. 

In a subsequent interview Squires said that 
if Gilchrist had not squealed the gang would 
bave got away with the swag, and the entire 
crew would have escaped arrest. He stated 
that he was suspicious of Gilchrist’s sand 
from the start, but if he bad not been lot into 
the scheme he would have squealed any how. 

Squires intimated that he intends hereafter 
to earn an honest living. He is a man of more 
than average intelligence, and bas a wonderful 
faculty for planning, disclosed in tie train- 
robbery, which, if directed in another channel, 
might have made him famous. 

He is aman of medium stature and slight 
build, standing five feet and eight incpes in bis 
stockings. He wears a long, flow dark 
beard. His features are regular, and bis eyes 
dark brown, and they gaze calmly into those 
of his vis-a-vis when engaged in conversation, 
but flash ominously when speaking of the 
treachery of a supposed tr.end, or the efforts 
of enemies to persecute him.
